A RomanticatLy SrtvaTep Mixx. — J. 
Ross Brown, in his recent Report upon the 
mineral resources of the Pacific coast, gives 
the following description of a mine. in this 
county: 

The Copper mines in Genessee valley, Plu- 
mas county, California, are the highest on 
this coast, the valley in which they are situ- 
ated being a small basin of a few miles in 
circumference, embesomed high up among 
some of the loftiest peaks of the Sierra Ne- 
vada, which are clustered together in the 
northeast of this county. This portion of 
Upper Plumas contains someiaf the most 
magnificent scenery to be found on the coast. 
Immense granite ridges are seen rising bare 
and bleak 2,000 and semetimes 8,000 feet 
above the densely wooded ridges at their 
base, while below, canons thousands of feet 
deep form courses for the waters, which look 
like silver threads as they go meandering 
through the black gorges that lead them to 
unite, with the waters of Feather River, 
thousands of feet still further below. Na- 
ture seems to have performed some of her 
mightiest labors in this locality. Subterra- 
nean fires have piled up the molten rocks 
thousands of fect high, for the highest peaks 
‘are composed of lava, while the floods of 
water have worn the frightful canons which 
furnish the bed for the present ‘insigtificant 
sreams, Amid the very centre of so much 
ruggedness, caused by nature's greatest for- 
ces, Genessee Valley forms a beautiful con- 
trast, with its grassy ‘fields and the curling 
smoke of its smelting furnaces and other ev- 
idences of the power-of man, The belt of 
copper ores already referred to passes thro’ 
this valley in a course ranging north 25 de- 
grees west. As may well be imagined, in 
such a country, the lode has been extensively 
dislocated ; but by examining the dnshifted 
bodies of the slates, which may be traced 
for many miles, as well as the form and com- 
position of the lodes, it is proved that this 
is part of that great belt.
